A |)arty of throe men, O'Noil Laimint 
and'Ch;uilus Doughty from Salmon river, 
and Leslie, from Stewart liror, arrived 
from the Viikmi country on tho 22nd 
inst. Leslie is the man who wiui accused 
of trying to poison his two coiupatiions 
on .Stewart river .some time ago, and facts 
go to show that be was ordered by the 
iiiiners to leave tbe ooniitrv. Leslie over- 
took Lamoni and iJougbty on ,Salmon 
just ;is they were ready to start, in a half 
fauijshcil cmiilitimi, he having boen tun 
days making the distjince from Stewart to 
Salmon. Leslie brought out i\ few luttois 
from Stewart, one for vV.lMJrady, of Jun- 
eau, purport ed to be from T. Kerrigan. 
It eont.-uned no news, bul w.-is written to 
e.\onor,-ile Leslie from all blame in tho 
piiisiining case, and stated that "tho 
be.iii.s hail mil, been poisoned, hut that 
Leslie had mislimk s.-dls for salt in season- 
ing thum." The li'l 11 1- is believed by all 
hero to be a fmgery, writ leu by Leslie 
iiiinself, and the fuel. tli;il the signature 
is miss)ailled strongly substantiates this 
belief. Leslie reiiorted an outbreak be- 
t wetiii the miners and Stick Indians at the 
luuutli of .Stewart river, .-md that one 
svlii!.' man anil six Indians bad been kill- 
eil. The peiiple liei'e iloubl the story. 
The feeling here is strong against Leslie, 
aiiil It is thought th.-il bo li.as hail Ji hand 
in seveijil mysterious disajipcar.anci^s of 
miners on the Yukon. But nothing can 
be cleared up until tho miners return in 
the fall. Leslie will probably leave on 
this boat for jioi'ls below,

T'hrough the courtesy of Mr. Olds, of 
llu! Franklin Hotel, the writer is enabled 
to send you the very latest from the 
Vukwn countr3-. The following letter was 
received by him ye«terd;iy, and was 
written by I'' red. M iller (commonly known 
as "Buckskin" Miller to many iu Victoria 
and throughout British Columbia), then 
liros|iecting on Lewis river, and hearing 
f Ajiril L'Htli. The winter weather, 
Miller s.-iys, was very cold, aluiust too 
vere to hunt, ami game very scarce. 
They m.aiiaged ti I kill smiie rabbits. In 
speaking of mining, he continues: "We 
havj iloiio nothing since Christinas, when 
the river clo.sed, the ieu backed up to 
igh water, so when the water went down 
it left the ice four ur live feet thick. Wo 
found a bar; it jirospocted from tiftoeii to 
twenty cents to the pan, but thu bar lies 
too low. We are now waiting for tho 
river t<i break up to go t(j the Franklin 
mines. Franklin river is located 140 
miles below Stewart'.', river; it empties 
into the Vukmi on the »iurthwc«t side of 
the Viikon, in .-Maska. I caiinut tell you 
anything about the prospects, only that 
Franklin brmight in coarse gold. He was 
very excited .md took in Steel with him, 
followed by forty miners. It is said there 
is some dilliciilty between the Indians ;ind 
whites, but nothing deliiiite is known. 
The river will nut break up until the 10th 
ur J 2th of May, The weather is still

Where the Crowd of "Canadians" Came From 
that Welcomed tlic Agitator. 



BfKF.Ai.o, N. v., May 1!). — "1 got back 
from Toronto this muriiing," said ex- 
Patrulman liaitholoiiiew Wolf to-day, "and 
was uno of the party who loft here on Mon- 
day night to see that O'Brien got fair play 
among the Canadian Orangemen. We or- 
ganized clubs here and in other cities as 
soon as il was known that he was coining 
over to Toronto, ami we did tliis in the ex- 
pectation t(hat there would bo trouble on 
his arrival. Aliout forty of us in this city 
were organized from here. Then there 
were O'Brien clubs in Lookport, Booh- 
ester, Syracuse, Detroit and other places 
with whuni we were in cmnnuinicatiun, I 
was with the party that was in T'oruntu to 
receive O'l'rien when ho came from the 
ateanier. The city was full of strangers, 
and there were a good many Irishmen 
from Chicago, St. Louis, and a big party 
of them from New Orleans. Our plan was 
to remain perfectly ([uiet and to step up 
for concerted action only in case of absolute 
necessit}', A mere street brawl or any- 
thing like that w.is not to be considered 
suUiciont provocatiun. The li rst shot that 
might bo tired was to have been the signal 
fur a general fuislaught. W'e were nnnod 
with rcivi livers. 1 liad a Hoven-sliootcr 
and forty roiinda of cartridges, and I 
guess all the In i\ swore fixed as well aa 
luyHclf lor the occasion. If a signal shut 
had been hrod at tlio meeting the result 
would have been fearful. If the ina- 
licinusness of tho Orange crowd in 
Toronto had been carried to the oxtrcmo 
that we feared it would, the under- 
takers of that city would Irive been a busy 
lot to-day in looking .'iftcr the dead. An 
attemjit iijjon O'Brien's life would have 
been avenged upon every Orange whelp 
within pistol range. But there was no 
trouble beyond ordinary molees. Some 
of the rows wore quite vicious, but not 
enough so in our opinion to endanger 
life.

'I'he lid of the olllsiile 
bn.x li.'isalsnlii'.'ii Inniaway. This is imt all; 
many tmiibs 1 earing llieiiaines of beloved 
ones long dead and f mm aiipe.'iraiic«s long 
forgotten, lie proatrate, wliile marble slaba 
have fallen to be trampled under tho 
hoofs of cov/s and liorsos that aro turned 
into this liailiiwed spot to graze. Mis- 
chievous childieii play there day by day, 
w.'dking over the graves as t.lioiigh the 
place was a public park. It seems aliunst 
a farce to ace the words, "Sacred to 

the memory of " and "Erected by 

a loving ," inscribed upon the

make il I In'ir duly In see thai I lie graves 
,'iri! kept ill nriler. 1 dn uni write this with 
the object of rellocting on any one poraon, 
but simply to arouse a souse of justice to 
the dead in tho minds of those living. I 
iinderstand that an elfort will be made 
slinrllybyihe eouneil In bring .'dnmt a 
better state of all'airs in the old cemetery, 
and it is hoped it will do all in its power 
to prevent the destruction .vliich has been 
going on since Ross Bay cemetery was 
lirst opened. • • W.

Aud the few traders on the coast 
are so aware nf it that sever.il nf them 
have resiilved tn shut ap their atoies .iiid 
try their luck at snmet hing else. 

The fact nf a trader getting twenty-live 
skins worth ,§IS5 for less than ten dollars 
in evidently meant as a joke, and if it was 
written in earnest every resident over 
there will consider ymir i'e|inrler as hav- 
ing been badly snld. 

But the chief point I wish to refer to is 
tho liquor trattic of which he speaks. Bo 
it said to the credit of Sjiring A Co. and 
Warren & Co. liquor lias never been snld 
by thoiii tn the Indiana, and the men .'ind 
traders in their eiiqiloy have always been 
cautioned against doing so. 

'There has never been, to my know ledge, 
a dAp of liquor sold to the Indians by 
white men these many years past, and if 
now American hunters or other iiew- 
ciiniei's to tho coast engage in the illicit 
I rallic they will snmi Iind out llieir mis- 
take. Let them take this .'is a warning, as 
a reward is oUcred and will be paid by 
the proper local •luthoi'ities to any Indian 
w liii will arrest liquor dealers and take 
them to the resident J. P.
